General Lacret with his cavalry seems 
to be but a s<>outiug party in advance of 
the insurgent wimr commanded by 
Qtiintin Bandera. Word received from 
La Cuteiiua, u town between Gnines 
aud Bainoa, aud about a dozen miles 
from Lapaste, reports that there are in- 
dications of a rapid advaiic<> movement 
in c^msideraUe fore* oa the part of the 
wing of the incnrgent aimf wadw 
Bandera.

Fhaxki ORT, Kv., Jan. 2.— Much specu- 
lation is being indulged in as to the 
probable recommendationa that Gov. 
Bra'llov's iriL'ssagc will contain. H e has 
postponed the work of writing itStill)this 
week, and while no one has had a peep 
at the advance sheets, the Enquirer has 
learned from those with whom the Gov- 
ernor has talked concerning tha different 
features of his message, some nf them 
bearing upon his recommendations. 

I le will ask that thorough investigation 
be made of ull the State departmenta ao 
the Republicans can *'aee the books" and 
have some idea as to tlic state's asset.s 
aa<i liabilities. He will not urge an in- 
crease in the rate of State taxation juat 
now, a.a lie tliinics a just apsessment of all 
property will yield a sum sutiicient to 
pay all reasonable expenaea of tha gov- 

ernmnnt. 

The enactment of a law will be favored 
providing for an institution to be known 
as a "House of Reform" for priaoners 
under eighteen years of age. The aboli- 
tion of the office of Register of Lands, to 
take effect four yeara hence, w^l be rec- 
ommended. 

Another recommendation will be tha 
abolition of the office of Commonwealth 'a 
Attorney and requiring the Oounty At- 

toraa^ to assunu? their duties. Also a 
radootion of fees allowed to attorneys for 
proaecnting offendera. A change in the 

ayateni in paying witness' claims and 
other fees in criminal cases will also be 
auMtetted. 

Reqaest will be made for the repeal of 
tlie law creating the office of Auditor's 
Agent and recommending a new system 
in its place. He will recommend a snb- 
misaion to a vote of the people the ques- 
tion of raising tn* taxation a sufficient 
Bum to erect a new Statehouse at Frank- 
fort. 

There is some talk of his recommending 
tliat an amendment be made to the Con- 
stitntlon abolishing the office of Commia- 
f-ioner of Agriculture, 1)ut it ia not be- 
lieved that he will do so. 

There has been much gossip and sense- 
less rot about abolishing the Inaorance 
Bureau because it was a big and naeleaa 
expense to the State. It was even said 
that Gov. Bradley would urge ita aboliah- 
ment In his message. The Inaurance 
Bureau docH nr)t co.'^t the .^tate a cent, as 
it is paid for I'ntirely by the itiHurancc 
companies themselves, so it can be si-en 
at once that the abolishment would not 
be in the interest of economy for the 
8ute. ,

The crowd sniffed in Ixmor for thev 
thou>;ht lliey ((juld ihestencfi 
of burning; tie.sh Tlie tiremen .said the 
odor was manifest during lti(> night, 
and they too believed that beueuth the 
wre( k the bodie* of Dufortimatai vrere 

roasting. 

Still there was no apparent haste to 
get into the work of rescue which be- 
gan just before H) o'clock wheu a dozen 
men, undei- .\s.vistuut Fire Chief Rucker, 
were i)ut fo work. They confined their 
effort-s at fiist to the rear at the Ex- 
celsior Wire (x>mpaiiy'H buildiliK. and 
had not been at work long before they 
made a Rhastly iiiid. It Was the head 
of one of the victims, soveretl from the 
body and denuded of flesh. The bo4y 
to which the head Ix'loiiged wius soon 
found, liy its side was uiiother body, 
l>oth burned beyond all poflsibility of 
iiH^ogiiition. Th(> clothing Waa iilmost 
stripped clean oft. Legs and ama were 
gone. 

The two bodies were taken to the 
morgne. where they were vlewdd by a 
large crcjwd of anxioiu people in March 
of niissiug loved ones. Shiperintendeut 
Mack of the iron works identUtod one of 
th« hodiM by the cl6thintf aa thAt of 
Normttn McAhUur, an employe of the 
ExceMor oompany. Portioaa of oloth- 
iug adhering to the other odirpw enabled 
the parents of the tmfortnuate boy to 
identify it as that of Lewi.s Law, also an 
employe of tlie Excelsior company. 

Up to this hour no noi-e bodies have 
been recovered and no moio deaths have 
resnlted from the aoddent. luc search 
is still being canied on by 60 firemen, 
who are clearing away the mass of de- 
bris Ms fast as possible.
